ITS COTTON AND TOBACCO, 
ONCE IMPORTED FROM U. S.

SYDNEY, New South Wales, 

; May 30. 
USTRALIA, which 10 years 

Az grew practically no to- 

bacco or cotton, expects to 
supply all her domestic require- 
ments this year and to have an 
exportable surplus next year. 

Formerly Australia imported 
the bulk of her cotton and to- 
bacco from the United States. 
So rapidly have these crops in- 
creased with the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s protection that some 
of the assistance given to grow- 
ers is being reduced. For in- 
stance, the duty on tobacco has 
been lowered. Australian to- 
bacco growers, with an estimat- 
ed crop of 190,000,000 pounds, 
will be guaranteed an average 
price of 55 cents a pound. 

Cotton growers will receive no 
bounty this year, but have been 
guaranteed 19 cents a pound. 
The cotton bounty formerly cost 
the Government about $600,000 
annually, while the industry was 
being established. 

BRILLIANT DISPLAY 
OF AURORA BOREALIS 

VISIBLE IN ST. LOUIS 
Northern Lights to Be Seen 

Again Tonight if Weather 

Is Clear. 

An unusually brilliant display of 
the aurora borealis, a comparative- 
ly rare phenomenon in st. Louis, 
was visible last night to observers 
who had an unobstructed view of 
the northern horizon. 

The display of northern lights 
will probably be visible again to- 
night, if the weather is clear, ac- 
cording to J. Wesley Simpson of 
639 Locksley place, Webster 
Groves, a member of the Ameri- 
can Meteor Society. The lights, 
resulting from discharges of elec- 
tricity in the atmopshere, were at- 
tributed by Simpson to magnetic 
disturbances caused by sun spots. 

The lights appeared last night 
at intervals between 9:30 o’clock 
and midnight, Simpson said, at- 
taining major maxima about every 
20 minutes and minor maxima 
every seven or eight minutes. 
There was a long arc of light low 
in the northern sky, wifh shifting 
bands or streamers of blue and yel- 
lowish-white light.radiating up- 
wards. The bands shifted from. 
east to west. The display ended at 
midnight with a glow of light 
which resembled dawn.

Leaders F ivored Acceptance. 

The agreement was explained to 
the men by Robert B. Armstrong, 
vice president of the international 
union; Edward W. Foristel, attor- 
ney for the international, and H. M. 
Nelson, presid:nt of the St. Louis 
group, Local No. 788, all recom- 
mending acceptance. 

The speakers said that although 
the settlement involves a reduction 
in wages, it was the best the men 
could expect in view of the world 
wide depression. They emphasized 
the points conceded by the compa- 
By and long sought by the union. 

As has been told, the men are to 
accept wage reductions of 3.3 per 
cent to 5 per cent instead of the 
flat 10 per cent decrease proposed 
by the company. The principal 
points of the agreement are: 

One-man car operators and bus 
drivers are to be paid 65 cents 
an hour instead of present rate 
of 68.4 cents. 

Two-man crews will be paid 
60 cents hourly instead of 62.1. 

Wages of shop men, track la- 
borers and material handlers will 
be reduced 6 per cent. 

The company grants complete 
recognition of the union, amount- 
ing to a “closed shop.” 

All platform men will be off 
one day in eight, thus providing 
more work for extra men. 

The new working contract is 
to run for two years, instead of 
the usual one year. 

“System seniority” is granted 
in place of “shed seniority” by 
which men having seniority in 
service sometimes were let out 
merely because there was no 
work for them in the particular 
shed to which they were as- 


signed. 

Earlier Reduction in October. 

The company's announcement of 
a 10 per cent reduction in wages 
preceded expiration of the union 
contract on May 19. This followed 
a 10 per cent decrease last Oc- 
tober as a result of an award by a 
board of arbitration. The union 
promptly voted authority to its of- 
ficers to call a strike, and for a 
time both the company and the 
union resisted compromise pro- 
posals. 

The company asserted the reduc- 
tion was necessary to enable it to 
meet its exepnses out of revenue 
and called attention to the prob- 
able effect of a strike on its em- 
ployes, the majority of whom have 
worked many years at their jobs. 
The union, in turn, pointed to the 
disastrous effect a strike would 
have on the company’s revenues, 
already shrinking. Attorneys for 
both sides, Foristel for the union 
and Thomas E. Francis for the 
company, ultimately brought about 
agreement after several confer- 
ences of company and union of- 
ficers had failed.

PLANE REFUELING 
FOR TOKIO FLIGHT 


Brooks Rescued From 
Bay Near Seattle After 
Parachute Leaps. 


SHIP GOES “ALL TO 
PIECES” IN PLUNGE 


Second Accident in Attempt 
to Make Non-Stop Trip 
Across Pacific for $30,000 
Award. :

Browne's big red Fokker mono- 
plane fell into the bay here today 
just as a refueling contact was 
being made in preparation for a 
start on a non-stop flight to Tokio 
for a $30,000 prize. 

The New York aviator and his 
refueling aid, Frank Brooks, a 
parachute jumiper, were saved, 

Some witnesses said the mono- 
plane Lone Star fell in flames, 
while others reported there was no 
fire. 32 

Browne and Brooks were taken 
from the water and landed at a 
dock by a pleasure party on a sea 


sled. An ambulance was waiting. 
Browne’s arm was in an impro- 
vised sling. 

Suddenly Falis in Water. 

Browne and his refueling ship 
were about 1800 feet above Puget 
Sound, north of Seattle, when wit- 
nesses said his plane suddenly fell 
into the water as the refueling con- 
tact was about to be established. 
The refueling in air was planned 
because Browne feared he could 
not make a successful takeoff with 
his plane loaded too heavily. 

“I was flying just above them,” 
Frank Whaley, pilot of the refuel- 
ing ship, said, “and we were try- 
ing to make a contact with our re- 
fueling hose. The Lone Star dipped 
down several times to avoid a col- 
lision with my plane and was jock- 
eying for a better position when she 
suddenly turned nose down and 
darted for the water.” 

Hanging to Wing. 
Ed Rasmussen, pilot of a plane 
in which a news reel operator was 
following the flight, said he saw 
Brooks paddling around in the wa- 
ter and about 100 feet way was 
Browne. He was hanging to a 
chunk of a wing. 
“As she nosed down she seemed 
to bust all.to pieces,” Rasmussen 
said. “The wings ed to fold 
up and the next thi knew, the 
two men (Browne Brooks) 
were ‘baling out’ in their para- 
chutes. 
“The men fell quite a ways be- 
fore their chutes opened but they 
seemed to check their drop. Boats 
put out to their rescue.” 
W. W. Conner, Washington Gov- 
ernor for the National Aeronautic 
Association, advanced the theory 
the accident had been caused by 
too heavy a load and the added 
strain of maneuvering for a satis- 
factory refueling position. 
It had been planned that Brooks 
would make a parachute jump 
after two refueling contacts, \eav- 
ing Browne to start. his solo flight 
across the Pacific. 
The flyer was forced to return 
to Seattle yesterday when an oil 
line broke 200 miles north of here, 
In a daring takeoff at dawn yes- 
terday, he twice sacrificed gasoline 
to clear wires, brush and trees. The 
big plane skimmed over the brush 
and wires but grazed a tree. Un- 
daunted, the aviator kept on until 
an ofl line broke over Vancouver 
Island and sprayed hot oil in his 
face and eyes, teniporarily blind- 
ing him. | 
On his way back he again nar- 
rowly escaped crashing as he 
valved most of his load of gasoline 
and fought to gain altitude. 
Browne took off yesterday at 
5:20 a. m., returning at 12.60 p. m.

Mrs. Stoltz spent yesterday after- 
noon entertaining several gir) 
friends from out of town, who were 
members of her high school so- 
rority, at the home of her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. F. McGinness, 6455 
Delmar boulevard. She and the 
other young women had supper 
with her parents, and were in a 
gay mood. Early in the evening 
she took her friends to their hotel 
in her automobile and. went home. 
Stoltz, a bellboy at the Mel- 
bourne Hotel, was at work yester- 
day. He and his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George W. Stoltz, went to a 
picture show in the evening, as his 
wife had not yet reached home. 
When they returned from the thea- 
ter they found her body. 

The revolver with which the 
wound was inflicted belongs to th: 
elder Stoltz, who is general agent 
here for the Chicago. Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad. He said he 
had not used the weapon, which 
he kept in his bedroom, for 10 
years. 

Stoltz and his wife celebrated 
their first wedding anniversary Sat- 
-urday. A graduate of Soldan High 
School, she was a widow when she 
married Stoltz. 

Her husband and relatives said 
they are at a loss to accoutt for 
the shooting. Her father expressed 
the opinion that she may have ob- 
tained the revolver for protection 
while alone in the apartment, and 
the weapon was accidentally dis- 
charged. The report of the shot 
was muffled by music from a radio, 
which’ was turned on when the 
husband and his parents returned 
home,

—Scientists are studying 1932 H. 
A.“, latest planetoid discovered in 
the heavens, and have found that it 
may not be as neighborly as had 
been expected. 
Dr. Edwin B. Frost, director of 
Yerkes’ Observatory; said computa- 
tions placed the planetoid’s dis- 
tance from the earth at about 7,- 
000,000 miles, compared with the 
estimate of 4,000,000, made by its 
recent discoverer, Dr. Karl Rein- 
muth of the University of Heidel- 
berg, Germany. 
But even at 7,000,000 miles 
“1932 H. A.“ remains the earth's 
nearest known neighbor.

Painleve Suggests General Cancel- 
lation of Debts, Reparations.

MAROMMG, France, May 30.—-A 
suggestion that a general cancella- 
tion of war debts and reparations, 
both European and American, 
might be wise was made in a 
speech yesterday by former Pre- 
mier Pau] Painleve, who may be a 
member of the next Cabinet. 

“Nevertheless,” he said, “to pre- 
vent Germany, already relieved of 
its internal debt obligations, from 
becoming an overwhelming com- 
petitor of its rival and _ creditor 
countries,” he suggested the possi- 
bility of a kind of “compensation 
fund.” 

Under such a plan, he said, all 
European nations might be as- 
sured of equal treatment and eco- 
nomic fair play.

French Paper Says Solution of 
Problems Depends on U. 8.

PARIS, May 30.—- The newspaper 
Le Temps, in a leading article yes- 
terday on “The American Crisis,” 
declared it was impossible to solve 
such problems as disarmament, 
reparations, debts and the “new 
economic order,” without the help 
of the United States.

in the “hand labor vs. machine” 


controversy between the local com- 
mon laborer’s union and the Mis- 
souri Utilities Co. of St. Louis here 
today. Work on digging a ditch 
for a natural gas pipeline into Co- 
lumbia just east of the city limits 
on highway 40, which on May 9? 
-was halted by protesting unem- 
ployed workers, was resumed today 
with the laborers successful in 
having all their demands met. 

The points conceded dy the 
workmen were that they be em- 
ployed at 35 cents an hour, instead 
of the 30-cent rate paid originally, 
that those getitng jobs be named 
by Columbia welfare and civic 
groups so that the work would go 
to the most needy and that the 
work all be done by hand. Threat- 
ening violence, the group of more 
than 150 unemployed on May 9% 
forced a halt in the use of a large 
ditch digger. 

Seventeen men, selected as the 
laborers had demanded and being 
paid 35 cents an Lour, started to 
work on the 8400-foot ditch this 
morning. The machine digger was 
removed more than a week ago. 
W. O. Wood, Tulsa, Ok., foreman 
of the job, said the crew would be 
increased to about 30 men as soon 
as more equipment could be ob- 
tained.

NEW CLEAVAGES. 

The sixty-fourth Decoration day since Gen. John 
A. Logan set May 30 as the occasion for remembering 
the graves of the Civil War dead finds the major 
wound of that conflict h but in its place score 
on score of cleayages cut across American life. 
The question of taxation transcends all sectional 
divisions and draws its lines only along fences that 
separate homes. One group representing the great 
number of people would tax colossal wealth in pro- 
portion to its ability to pay. The chosen representa- 
tives of wealth would saddle a sales tax on the people 
in order to relieve wealth of the burden it should in 
all justice bear. 

The line between those who would capitalize on 
their World War service and those who show the 
wisdom of desiring to prevent such a raid likewise Is 
drawn without respect to section or community. On 
all sides, the loud cries go up for payment and in- 
flation without proper thought for the consequences. 
Fortunately, reasoned and determined opposition rises 
from patriotic groups to withstand such pressure. 

That prohibition has brought about a serfous cleay- 
age in the American people is one of the most mani- 
fest developments in our history. The wet and the 
dry must live as neighbors, yet between their philoso 
phies is a breach as wide as that which separated 
the men of the Blue from the men of the Gray. It 
is an issue that cuts across party. and profession, 
church and club, state and nation and, because it 
knows no boundaries, it is the harder to deal with. 

Greater still is the gulf growing out of the conflict 

between a social and economic order partly based on 
benefits for the people and partly on benefits 
for the few at the expense of the many. Vast utili- 
ties which enrich a handful of operators through ex- 
cessive rates and the development of banking func 
tions which induce small investors to risk and to 
lose their life savings in indefensible undertakings | 
are but two evidences of this great division in our 
life. 
If the Union was divided into two sections during 
the Civil War, it is today cut up into as many small 
areas as there are trade and industrial interests. Oil, 
lumber, coal and copper seek aid for themselves at 
the expense of all other products. Senators become 
ward politicians and join hands to push through one 
another’s petty claims. Manufacturing seeks still 
higher protection and agriculture asks for aid. A 
Hawley-Smoot tariff is enacted and a Farm Board is 
set up and millions of dollars thrown away. 

Since the rise of the city, the cleavage between 
metropolitan and rural interests has grown by leaps 
and bounds. State constitutions, formed in the days 
when the population was predominantly rural, con- 
tinue to deliver the cities into the hands of the coun- 
„try legislators and the result only makes for strife, 
discontent and wasted time and money. The national! 
Government undertakes the enforcement of a law. 
The states repeal their supporting statutes. By its 
very nature, the federal system of government gives 
rise to differences of the first order. 

Complicating the whole situation is the change that 

has come over the major political parties. The sup 
porters of Grant stood for one thing. Greeley stood 
for an entirely different set of principles. The voters 
of 1876 knew the difference between Tilden and 
Hayes. No one puzzled over Cleveland and Blaine. 
Today the shade of difference between the Republican 
and Democratic parties, if indeed one exists, is so 
slight as to be indistinguishable. Senator Norris has 
been called the best Democrat by Republicans and 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas has been called a Re 
publican by Democrats. 
The best tribute which the American people can 
pay today to the men who fought at Shiloh, Wilson’s 
Creek and the Wilderness to preserve the Union, is 
to dedicate themselves to finding ways for making 
effective their views on the multitude of complex 
cleavages that have buried from sight Mason and 
Dixon’s line. 
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ADD WASHINGTONIANA. 

A writer in the Forum, whose article is reprinted 
in part on this page, has done a thorough job of 
debunking the Washington bicentennial festivities, 
now raging throughout the country. How the austere 
Father of His Country would be gratified could he 
return to view the gaudy spectacle! One item of 
competent, relevant and material evidence has been 
omitted from the writer’s collection of twentieth cen- 
tury Washingtoniana, however, doubtless because the 
tidbit was not made public until after the article ap- 
peared. We hasten to supply it to our readers: The 
Bicentennial Commission is a devoted customer of a 
clipping bureau, which thus far this year has clipped 
for it 76,203 newspaper and magazine stories om the 
celebration and on Washington, 39,771 in February 
alone. The bill for these, at the bureau’s minimum 
rate, would be $3048.12. Knowledge that this essen- 
tial part of the celebration is being properly admin- 
istered should make the heart of the lowliest tax- 
payer throb with patriotic pride as he watches the 
Washington pageant go by. : 
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REFUGES FOR WILD FOWL.

Redington’s immediate goal is 
to flood dry water areas.and create lakes and ponds 
in the northern tier of states west of Lake Michigan, 
where millions of young ducks died last spring and 
summer for want of water shortly after broods 
hatched. |

END THE TAX BILL FIGHT. 

It is high time Congress ended the tax bill fight 
and the administration leaders gave up their dream 
of a general sales tax. . 

The budget can be balanced by increasing surtaxes 
upon great incomes, a device which has the added 
virtue of leaving Congress in good conscience for the 
selective sales taxes it has already voted. 

It would be a mistake to take the general sales 
tax back to the House, and apparently a majority in 
the Senate is determined that it shall not go back. 

The House has settled that question, and it has 
settled it right. Such a tax would place a handi- 
cap upon trade, already reduced to a point with- 
out precedent since the World War. Only in the 
gravest emergency could such a measure be justified, 
and not even then could it be justified without hav- 
ing first exhausted the Federal power to tax wealth. 

To increase the surtaxes upon great incomes by 
some such plan as the Connally schedule is a mat- 
ter of good faith. It is also a matter of public de- 
cency. The large taxpayers of the United States 
have not distinguished themselves in this discussion. 
In England, where there is much less wealth than 
there is over here, the income tax has been the chief 
factor in balancing the national budget. Every at- 
tempt to make it exercise the same function in our 
own country has been opposed by all the power of 
wealth, a power so great that it has at times moved 
the men at Washington around like pawns, on a chess 
board. 

The English people apparently have a somewhat 
different notion of patriotism than is prevalent in 
the United States. When their country needs them, 
they step up and pay. 7 

If everybody paid his due in the United States

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ROAD MARKERS IN THE COUNTY. 

Street and road signs are badly needed in many 
sections of St. Louis County. Their erection and 
maintenance should be a function of the county and 
the various towns. The system of names for thor- 
oughfares should be simplified. There are a number 
of instances where a through route bears a variety 
of local designations, and numerous cases of dupli- 
cate or similar names. 

Development of fine roads in the last few years and 
the spread of subdivisions have caused much con- 
fusion for motorists. There are new highways which 
many persons do not recognize. The county no 
longer is rural and the country custom of doing with- 
out signs or adopting makeshift markers no longer 
will suffice.

FUNDS NEARLY GONE

Members of the National Confer- 
ence of Social Work who met re- 
cently in Philadelphia reported 28 
crisis in the administration ot un- 
employment relief in communities 
throughout the country, Frank J. 


Bruno, professor of sociology at 
Washington University, said yester- 
day during the Community Forum 
period on Station KMOX. 


Prof. Bruno, president-elect of 
the conference, said reports indicat- 
ed that relief funds generally are 
inadequate to meet basic human 
needs; that in most cities funds 
formerly given to character-build- 
ing agencies are being diverted to 
materia] relief, and that money 
raised in many communities to 
meet needs of the entire year was 
exhausted in the first three 
months. 

Up to eight months ago, Prof. 

Bruno said, relief was administered 
in a manner which renewed faith 
in the capacity of the country to 
cope with a serious situation. 
“Probably for the first time in our 
history.“ he said. we were looking 
at widespread need in a reasonable 
and realistic manner and providing 
more than we might have supposed 
possible to protect victims of this 
industrial collapse from too serious 
damage. 
“But the story at Philadelphia, 
coming from all over the country, 
told of turning a corner.

COMMUNIST NOMINEE 
URGES SOVETINUL 


W. Z. Foster Also Assails 
‘Hunger and War Pro- 
gram’ of Hoover. 


By the Assdciated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 30.—William Z. 
Foster, communist candidate for 
President, today called for “the 
workers to take the revolutionary 
way out and establish a Soviet 
United Statee.” 

As plans were made for a cam- 
palen in 40 states, with a million 
votes as the goal, Foster said: The 
Communist Party directs its main 
fire against the hunger and war 
program of the Hoover Govern- 
ment. 

James W. Ford, Alabama Negro, 
was nominated for the Vice Presi- 
dency at the two-day convention of 
the party which closed here last 
night. 

A demand will be made for “un- 
employment insurance at the ex- 
pense of the Government and em- 
ployers to relieve the wholesale 
starvation among workers,” Foster 
said. 

The Communist platform is 
based upon condemnation of a 
“forthcoming imperialistic war.” 
It made no mention of prohibi- 
tion, which Willlam Weinstone. 
editor of the “Daily Worker” and 
chairman of the Platform Commit- 
tee, described as an issue “raised 
by the capitalists ° 0 e 
to becloud the real issue of unem- 
ployment insurance.” 

The platform declared the Unit- 
ed States was helping Japan wage 
war against the Soviet Union. 

Other planks oppose wage cut- 
ting and “capitalistic terror and 
all forms of suppression of the 
political rights of the workers,” 
and demand equal rights for Ne- 
groes and “emergency relief for 
the impoverished farmer.” 

Weinstone said the party also 
was pledged to cash payment of 
the bonus. 

About 1200 delegates attended 
the convention, more than half 
of them youung men and women.

Our own theory of helping people has been in oper- 
ation for some years. We used to discuss it years ago 
—when no one could be persuaded to listen. Those 
who asked public attention to these matters were 
ridiculed by the very people who now call most loudly 
for some one to do something. 

Our own work involves the usual emergency relief, 
hospitalization, adjustment of debt, with this addi- 
tion—we help people to alter their affairs in com- 

-sense accordance with changed conditions, and 

have an understanding that all help received should 
be repaid in reasonable amounts in better times. Many 
families were not so badly off as they thought; they 
needed guidance in the management of their resources 
and opportunities. Human nature, of course, pre- 


| HAVE always had to work, whether any one hired 
me or not. For the first forty years of my life, I 
was an employe. When not employed by others, I em- 
ployed myself. I found very early that being out of 
hire was not necessarily being out of work. The first 
means that your employer has not found something 
for you to do; the second means that you are waiting 


until he does. 


We nowadays think of work as something that 
others find for us to do, call us to do, and pay us to do. 
No doubt our industrial growth is largely responsible 
for that. We have accustomed men to think of work 


that way. 


In my own case, I was able to find work for others 
as well as myself. Outside my family life, nothing has 


given me more satisfaction than 
to see jobs increase in number 
and in profit to the men who 
handle them. And beyond ques- 
tion, the jobs of the world today 
are more numerous and profitable 
in wages than they were even 
eighteen years ago. 

But something entirely out- 
side the workshops of the nation 
has affected this hired employ- 
ment very seriously. The word 
“unemployment” has become one 
of the most dreadful words in the 
language. The condition itself has 
become the concern of every per- 
son in the country. 

When this condition arrived, 
there were just ‘three things to be 
done. The first, of course, was to 
maintain employment at the max- 
imum by every means known to 
management. Employment—hire 
—was what the people were ac- 
customed to; they preferred it; 
it was the immediate solution of 
the difficulty. In our plants we 
used every expedient to spread 


as much employment over as many employes as was 
possible. I don’t believe in “make work”—the public 
work—but there are times 
when the plight of others compels us to do the human 
thing even though it be but a makeshift; and I am 
obliged to admit that, like most manufacturers, we 
avoided layoffs by continuing work that good busi- 
ness judgment would have halted. All of our non- 
profit work was continued in full force and much of the 
shop work. There were always tens of thousands em- 
ployed—the lowest point at Dearborn was 40,000—but 
there were always thousands unemployed or so meagerly 
employed, that the situation was far from desirable. 

When all possible devices for providing employ- 
ment have been used and fall short, there remains no 
alternative but self- help or charity. 

I do not believe in routine charity. I think ita shame- 
ful thing that any man should have to stoop to take it, 
or give it. I do not include human helpfulness under 
the name of charity. My quarrel with charity is that 
it is neither helpful nor human. The charity of our 
cities is the most barbarous thing in our system, with 
the possible exception of our prisons. What we call 
charity is a modern substitute for being personally 
kind, personally concerned and personally involved 
in the work of helping others in difficulty. True char- 
ity is a much more costly effort than money-giving.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Strik- 
ing out again at President Hoover, 
the House Democratic leadership 
yesterday forecast that his stay in 
the White House was drawing to 
a close and said that as President 
he had registered “a failure prac- 
tically complete.” 
In ͤ a double-barreled blast direct- 
ed at the President's stand against 
the Garner relief program, Speak- 
er Garner and Majority Leader 
Rainey charged he was attempting 
to blame Congress for conditions 
arising during his administration. 

Garner's statement was through 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, while Rainey issued his at his 
office, following up the Texan's 
answer yesterday to President 
Hoover’s denunciation of his $2,- 
309,000,000 plan as “pork barrel” 
legislation. 

Late Beginning for Economy. 

“I have no personal feeling in 
regard to the President's criticism 
of the measures I have offered as 
an amelioration, if not a correc- 
tion of our depression woes,“ Gar- 
ner said. .“I realize it is a part of 
the presidential process of alibiing 
himself from his own inability or 
unwillingness to promulgate a com- 
prehensive and adequate process of 
accomplishing the result.” 

Garner said Mr. Hoover had two 
and one-half years to effect econo- 
mies while the Treasury deficit 
was mounting, but that he was 
blaming Congress, and added: 

“His necessity (to blame Con- 
gress) is the more apparent as he 
is a candidate for re-election this 
year and if the popular verdict 
stands as has been indicated by 
every recent election, he must 
realize that his stay at the White 
House is drawing to a close.” 

Mounting of Debt. 

Rainey recalled that most of the 
$1,209,000,000 in public building 
and waterway improvement pro- 
jects in the Garner program had 
been recommended by either the 
Coolidge. or present administration 
and said it was difficult to recon- 
elle Mr. Hoover’s charges of pork 
barrel” when he had previously 
sponsored such a program. 

“In his recent pronouncement 
against the Garner plan, the Presi- 
dent absolutely reverses every po- 
sition he has heretofore’ taken.“ 
Rainey said. 

Asserting that by July 1, $4,- 
000,000,000 would be added to the 
national indebtedness since Hoover 
became President, the Illinois Dem- 
ocrat said: 

“The enormous amount repre- 
sented by this deficit is twice as 
much as we provide for in expen- 
ditures over a series of years in 
this bill, and we have absolutely 
nothing to show for ſt in the way 
of capital investment. It is money 
absolutely dissipated and thrown to 
the winds in order to enable the 
Hoover administration to do noth- 
ing at all except to promote the 
candidacy of the President for 
re-election. 

“President Hoover, as President, 
has registered a failure practically 
complete. 

Left Incomplete. 

“All the expenditures we have 
been making under his approval 
and his suggestions for the resusci- 
tation of banks, railroads and in- 
surance companies will have been 
absolutely wasted unless our pro- 
gram is adopted. If our program 
is defeated the worst is yet to 
come. °° 8 

“We have tried to co-operate 

with the President in his supposed 
plans for a restoration of normal 
conditions, The country has been 
accustomed to strong leadership 
from the White House, not the va- 
cillating leadership we are getting 
now.” 
He added: “It takes a lot of 
courage to follow the vacillating 
public policy of the President,” and 
declared the chief executive's stand 
was out of harmony with the Re- 
publican platform on which he was 
elected and the platform recently 
adopted by the Illinois Republican 
convention. 

“From now on we propose to in- 
sist that the President co-operate 
with us,” Rainey continued, “and 
if he fails to do it, and if our pro- 
gram is defeated on account of hie 
opposition to it, we propose te place 
tne responsibility where it belongs, 
directly on the President of the 
United States and his vacillating, 
incompetent leadership,”

LONGER DUCK SEASON 
S URGED IN SENATE 


Committee Report Advises 45 
or 60-Day Period in 1932 
Instead of 30.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Exten- 
sion of the 1932 duck shooting sea- 
son to 45 or 60 days between Oct. 
1 and Jan. 15 has been recom- 
mended to Secretary of Agriculture 
Hyde and the Biological Survey by 
the Senate Special Committee on 
Conservation of Wild Life Re- 
sources. The 1931 season was only 
30 days, 
The recommendation was con- 
tained in the committee’s favorable 
report on the bill introduced by 
Senator Hawes (Dem.), Missouri, 
providing for a dollar-a-year stamp 
tax to be paid by hunters of mi- 
gratory birds. : 
Other recommendations to the 
Secretary and the Survey were: Re- 
tention of the 15-bird bag limit; 
prohibition of spring shooting; uni- 
form length of seasons for all 
states, the exact dates for each 
State to be determined by the Sur- 
vey after consultation with the 
game officials of each State, and 
the limiting of shooting time be- 
tween sunrise and sunset. The 
committee also said the Survey and 
the states might work out a sys- 
tem of rest days on which shooting 
would be forbidden. 
It is virtually certain that the 
Hawes bill will not be approved by 
Congress this session. The recom- 
mendations, however, will be sent 
formally to the Secretary and the 
Survey soon, undoubtedly will have 
weight when the 1982 season regu- 
lations are written. Likewise, it is 
virtually certain the cent-a-shell“ 
tax bill, introduced in the House 
by Representative McCormack 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, will not be 
voted on by the House this session. 
The Hawes bill and the commit- 
tee’s report are the result of the 
committee’s April hearings on the 
1931 duck shortage. At the hear- 
ing 72 witnesses spoke and more 
than 250 brief: were filed. 
The committee report on wild- 
fowl conditions follows: 
“There is a shortage of wild fow] 
in certain sections of the country 
and there are other sections in 
which this shortage is not appar- 
ent. There seems to be in some 
sections the usual supply of differ- 
ent breeds, but it was generally 
agreed that there is a shortage of 
redhead, canvasback, bluebill and 
gadwall—-the choicest of birds. Ap- 
parently the black duck, pintail 
and some other nondiving varie- 
ties are nearly as abundant as in 
1930. The coastline flights seem 
to have suffered less than the val- 
ley flights, and because of the de- 
layed winter the flights were later, 
sometimes coming after the sea- 
son had closed.”
